THE REV. CALVIN О. BUTTS, Ill, D. Min. 


Dr. Calvin О. Butts, Il, is the Pastor of the Abyssinian Baptist Church. His commitment to the 
enhancement of God's kingdom on earth has manifested itself in his loyal attention to the daily acti 
ties and services of the congregation as well as the pervasive impact of the church on community 
development initiatives: homelessness, senior citizen and youth empowerment, and ecumenical cul- 
tural awareness. 


Dr. Butts is a native New Yorker. He spent a few years in the South where he earned his Bachelor of 
Aris degree in Philosophy from Morehouse College (1972). He returned to New York and earned a 
Master of Divinity degree in Church History from Union Theological Seminary (1975), and a Doctor of 
Ministry їп Church and Public Poetry from Drew University (1982). 


Rev. Dr. Butts is Chairman, Board of Managers for the С.Т. Walker Housing Corporation. He is а 
member of The Board of Directors of United Way of New York City, The Central Park Conservancy Board. 
Dr. Butts serves as a member of the Advisory Committee for the Graham Windham Services to Family 
and Children, for the National Black Initiative on Cancer. and many other committees. He has served 
оз President of Africare, an Yt org dedicated to the of the quality of 
ife in rural Africa . He also served as Chairman of the Board for the Harlem Branch YMCA. He has taught 
Urban Affairs and served as an Adjunct Professor in the African Studies Department at City College, 
New York. He has also taught Black Church History at Fordham University 


Dr. Butts served as President of the Organization of African American Clergy which led the fight 
‘against Police Brutality in the City of New York. The Organization of African American Clergy also spear- 
headed boycotts against other New York institutions for their racist policies and employment discrimi- 
nation against African American people. He also led a nationally acclaimed and most effective cam- 
paign in eliminating negative billboard advertising in the Central Harlem communities and in many 
communities around New York City. He was joined in this effort by prominent individuals in other areas 
of the country who carried out similar campaigns with equal success. Rev. Butts’ billboards whitewash- 
ing has helped to further sensitize our country to the evils of drug abuse and exploitive advertising. Most 
recently Dr. Butts was at the vanguard of the issue of negative rap lyrics specially targeted to women 
and violence and is on a mission to uplift the moral and ethical standards of the human community. 


Calvin Butts is active in the total life of African American people in New York City, and has received 
numerous awards and commendations for his efforts, including Man of the Year, Morehouse College 
Alumni Association; The Morehouse College Candle Award: The William M. Moss Distinguished Brother- 
hood Award, Concord Baptist Church of Christ; The Louise Gisher Morris Humanitarian Award, presented 
by The Utility Club of New York City, and more than 100 awards and commendations. Dr. Butts is а 
member of Kappa Alpha Psi Fraternity, Prince Hall Masons, a Grand Chaplain, State of New York, and 
has received the 33rd and final degree in Masonry. He has been listed twice as a New York Power 
Broker by Manhattan, Inc. magazine and a Living Treasure by the New York City Chamber of Com- 
merce and Industry. 


Dr. Butts continues to be invited to preach in distinguished pulpits throughout New York City and 
vicinity, as well as nationally and internationally. Dr. Butts has traveled to Africa, Europe, The Middle 
East, Cuba and throughout the Caribbean Islands.
